8. Circuit Court Judge Bond, in the 
case of Duncan Holmes and Carter 
Gav, et al., vs. W. P. Oldham, e¢ ai., 
| delivered in this city on Monday: 

is a bill toenjoin deferdant:, 
who are registrars and poll holders 
of election in the city of Wilmington, 
N. C., from registering voters or

Whatever may be said of the pro- 
priety or impropriety of the Legisla- 
ture in question, we are of opinion 
tha' the remedy sought for is nota 
proper one. There is no special 
wrong or irreparable damage alleged 
to be done or threatened to the com- 
plainants in person or property ; but 
the injury threatened is stated to be 
the fear of great disorder and coufu- 
sion, Which would arise where there 
were two contending bodies claiming 
to be the Common Couneil, and to be 
entitled to the Government of the 
city. 

The remedy for this is the writ of 
quo wurranio, brought by those out of 

session of the office against those 
who hold it, asd we Know of no case 
where a Court of equity has inter- 
posed by injunctien to prevent an 
election upon such general grounds 
of fear common to all citizens, even 
if the Jaw under which‘it was abvut 
tw be held was clearly unconstitu- 
tional. Asis said by the Supreme 
Court of the State of Pennsyl- 
vaniain Smith and McCarthy’s 6th 
equity reports, “‘the power ought to 
be plain to authorize courts to forbid 
mubicipal elections when ordered by 
the Legislature,’’ and we may add, 
that before they exercise it, there 
should be some threatened irrepara- 
ble damage to the person or property 
of those who seek the remedy. 

If this eleetion bean illegal, un- 
constitutional one, the remedy by 
Quo warranto is complete. If it be 
a legal one andthe complainants or 
any of thecitizens are deprived of their 
rights under the 14th or 15th amend- 
ments of the Constitution of the 
United States, there isamp!'e remedy 
in thecourts by indictment and oth- 
erwise under the acts of May 30th, 
1870, and February 28th, 1871, to puns 
ish the wrong done and to restore the 
rights of the parties.

Tue carpet bagger has been the 
direst curse the South has had in- 
flicted upon it since the war. Shame- 
less, impudent, unprincipled and 
rapacious, he is found wherever 
money is to be made and wherever 
office is to be claimed, and he has 
succeeded in forcing himself to the 
front everywhere, and in shaping 
the politics, not only of the States 
upon which he has fastened him- 
self, but even the policy of the gen- 
eral government. To the existence 
of the carpet bagger is owing all 
the trouble in Louisiana, Arkansas 
and Mississippi. To his presence 
in Congress is due the passage of 
the Civil Rights bill, and the expec- 
tution so nearly realized of the 
Force Billas a law ; and to the car- 
pet bagger is owing the existence 
of the new tax bill by which forty 
millions of dollars are wrung from 
a people already overloaded with 
taxation. 

The carpet bagger is the creature 
of the Republican party, and could 
no more exist outside of that party 
than could the worm generated by 
corruption live outside of the reek- 
ing mass that gave itbirth. Yet the 
carpet bagger is recognized as the 
right hand man of the party, its 
most trusted instrument to main- 
tain its ascendancy, and most liber- 
ally rewarded for his infamous ser- 
vices. Can the party that lives and 
profits by the unclean work of such 
despicable tuols escape the respon- 
sibility of their odious work ? 


We do not exactly know what 
Gov. Vance meant in his tele- 
gram declaring his readiness to sup- 
port a convention now, because of 
the recent action of Congress. For 
our own part we recognize no pos- 
sible connection between the sub- 
jects; and the action of Congress 
has no moro bearing upon them than 
the recent acts of the French Assem- 
bly for the creation of a legislative 
body. 

The Petersburg Index-Appeal, 
. arguing on the telegram, takes the 
singular view that the convention 
would be called to de-eat the opera- 
tions of the Civil Rights Bill. We 
know that journal has advised North 
Carolina against the proposition, 
and with reasons very well put. But 
with all its interest in our own 
affairs, we hope to have a little more 
common sense and common pru- 
dence ascribed to us than is con- 
veyed in the supposition that a con- 
vention would be the body to under- 
take the defeat of alaw of Congress 
or the instrument that would at- 
tempt to countervail the organic law 
of the country. 

The call of a convention is con- 
nected with our internal affairs only, 
and its existence and its action need 
cause no anxiety from our friends. 
It will recognize fully the supremacy

States in all that is due to it, inter- 
fere with no rights guaranteed un- 
der that instrument, prove itself a

BOND’S DEcISiION. 

The decision of Judge Bond in 
the Wilmington Injunction case, to 
which we refer the reader in anoth- 
er column, must be regarded asa 
most important one, and settling a 
class of cases which would have 
multiplied rapidly by the success of 
the plaintiffs inthiscase. It settles 
the right of the Legislature to ex- 
clusive power over the qualifications 
of city elections. It shows that the 
Legislature has exercised its rights 
with prudence and judgment, and 


| that no voter has been deprived of 


any right or privilege guaranteed 
hy the laws or the constitution. 

The selection of Judge Bond as 
arbitrator in the case seemed to 
have argued a foregone conclusion 
as to the result, and there is no 
question that upon him the plain- 
tiffs confidently relied for success. 
Judge Bond has given no evidence 
in the past of any special love of 
fairness or justice, and his decision, 
adverse to party interests and 


against party pressure, proves more 
convincingly than volumes of decla- 


most loyal body and only proposes 


mation the real law-abiding charac- 
ter of North Carolina and falsity of 
the aspersions of demagogues and 
partizans. His decision is the tes- 
timony of one inclined, from all bis 
antecedents, to prejudge its action, 
and to strengthen the hostility of 
the government by increasing the 
grounds of suspicion. Justified in 
its acts, endorsed in its loyalty, 
proved in its impartiality, the State 
stands acquitted by its harshest 
judges, and exonerated from all in- 
tention to oppress any class of its 
citizens. ; 

Experience will approve the wis- 
dom of this corporation legislation 
as experience has demonstrated its 
necessity. 


THE STATE DEBT. 

The bill which passed the Senate 
some ten days ago, passed its sec- 
ond reading in the House on Sat- 
urday, and will be called up on its 
final reading to-day. The ma- 
jority by which it passed is a 
striking evidence of the readiness 
of the State to provide for its 
obligationsin proportion to its abil- 
ity. Itis an emphatic rebuke to 
the doctrine of repudiation which 
demagogues have proclaimed, and 
through which they hope to rise 
into power. It is an issue which the 
Democratic party is very willing to 
meet. It is altogether consistent 
with the principles it has always 
acted upon. Possibly it may sacri- 
fice some votes by the necessity it 
creates for the imposition of a new 
burden of taxation, but it preferred 
this risk to the loss of the honor and 
credit of the State. But we believe 
that ninety-nine hundreths of the 
Democratic voters of the State will 
endorse the action of the Legisla- 
ture. They expected a definite settle- 
ment of a question, which has 
weighed so heavily upon every in- 
terest. They demanded to know the 
worst and be relieved frum farther 
uncertainty, and we believe they 
will come forward with manly reudi- 
ness to carry out the plans of this 
settlement. And the terms of set- 
tlement make the burden a light one 
after all. The aggregate indebted- 
ness to be represented by new bonds 
is $4,569,803. The amount of inter- 
est for the first two years at 2 per 
cent., is $91,396.06 per year, or 6 
7-20 cents on the $100; for the next 
three years at 3 per cent., $137,792.- 
12 per year, or 8 3-5 cents on the 
$100 ; for the next five years at 4 
per cent., $182,792.12 per year, or 
10 8-10 per cent. on the $100; for 
the next 20 years at 5 per cent., 
$2 8,400.15, or 10 1-3 cents on the 
$100. 


There can be little difficulty in 
meeting this obligation. In despite 
of political troubles and financial 
disasters, the valuation of property 
is constantly increasing. It is be- 
lieved that the final settlement of the 
debt, and the certainty attaching to 
subjects of taxation will draw popu- 
lation and capital into the State and 
add largely and increasingly to its 
resources, and by extending the 
number and objects of taxation, will 
diminish the pressure upon indivi- 
dual objects. 


The remaining question is the ac- 
ceptability of the terms to the cre- 
ditors. We assure them that the 
Legislature after careful and painful 
scrutiny into the present resources 
of the State, has made the terms as 
liberal as they were justified in doing 


| 


away nearly all our property, made 
worthless all our securitics, impover- 
ished the people,and at the same time 
making them subject to the burdens 
of a heavy national taxation and the 


] victims of party fraud and rapacity, 


a proposition to recognize and com- 
-promise obligations which the re- 
sults of war should have cancelled, 
ought to be met in the same honor- 
able and liberal spirit. If not, North 
Carolina has done all she can and 
will do, and the issue must be de- 
cided in other ways. 


Tue National Republican is evi- 
dently much worried at the failure 
of the Force Bill, and anticipates a 
general overturning of the recon- 
struction acts through a general re-., 
vision of State constitutions. It 
says, “ North Garolina has the lead 
and we venture to say that she will 
soon .embrace the opportunity.” 
What if she does? She has the 
perfect right to do so—as much so 
as New York or Pennsylvania. The 
doctrine set forth in Judge Poland’s 
report, a report which Congress 
adopted and made ita finality in 
respect to Arkansas affairs, are as 
applicable to North Carolina as to 
Arkansas. 

Evidently the Republican wishes 
to create the impression that we 
wish to escape from the pressure of 
the amendments to the Federal con- 
stitution, and deprive the colored 
man of the rights and securities 
guaranteed by those amendments. 
We would ask how is it possible for 
North Carolina to accomplish any- 
thing in that respect by herself, or 
even with the co-9peration of 
other Southern States? She is 
helpless for harm if it was her in- 
clination to inflict it. 

But the idea bas never entered 
the head of any but such unscru- 
pulous partizans as the Republicans 
to ascribe any such <ntentions. 
North Carolina is thoroughly loyal, 
and determined by every considera- 
tion of honor and good policy to 
abide by her pledges. But the re- 
modeling of the constitution, a per- 
fectly legal and innocent operation, 
is only to remedy the defects of a 
State constitution, hastily devised, 
ignorantly concocted, unlawfully 
imposed, incongruous, imperfect, 
and inapplicable to the wants of 
the people. Its revision ought never 
to have been the subject of appre- 
hension or opposition. It was only 
made so to strengthen the pretexts 
of s party seeking a longer lease of 
power to secure it by exciting suspi- 
cion of our motives. 

If a eonvention is called, the Na- 
tional Republican mezy feel safe that 
nothing will be doue to impugn the 
loyalty of North Carolina, or jeo- 
pardize the interests of the race 
which the Republican party mono- 
polizes so absolutely for its own

The Force bill having failed, Grant 
intends to make good use of the 
money power of the Administration 
inthe coming State ejections.
